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Of making books there is no end. This year the collection we 
have arranged on the shelves from which to choose the children's 
Christmas gifts proves that childhood has appropriated much from 
the greatest of the world's literature. Modern writers, with 
imagination, facility in writing, and a marvelous insight into the 
child mind, have added to this all sorts of stories, verse, and more 
serious narratives and description which give joy and profit to the 
yoimg. 

Many of the best illustrators have found this field of literature 
an excellent medium for their flights of fancy and their wonderful 
skill in drawing and the use of color. The commercial houses have 
vied with each other in the excellency with which they have made 
the reproductions. Even the binders are trying to make good- 
looking exteriors that will wear. 

Hundreds of the world's greatest men and women in all lines 
of endeavor have paid tribute to the influence of the printed page, 
so I need make no plea for the reading of books. Perhaps it will 
not be amiss, however, to call your attention to the great beauty 
of many children's books which are now appearing and to urge that 
you choose editions of old favorites with care. Sometimes at this 
season of the year, when all sorts of beautiful and dainty things 
are displayed to tempt us, we forget for the moment the lasting 
joy of a good book. This Kttle list may be a reminder and I trust 
a convenience to you in selecting.
